RETURNED WORTHLESSNOTE 


Accepted It Originally, He Says, 


as an Evidence of Debt—Former 
Ally Accused Him of Grafting. 


Describing it as so contemptible that 


he did not care to notice it further, Su- 


preme Court Justice Daniei F. Cohalan 


last ‘night issued a statement in denial 
of a-charge made against him that un- 
der threat of a suit he had returned to 
John A. Connolly, formerly his friend 
and co-worker in Tammany Hall, a 
promissory note for $4,000, alleged to 
have been accepted in payment of serv- 
ices to be performed by Justice Co- 
halan in obtaining a political berth for 
Connolly. 

This note, bearing date of April 5, 
1911, and accompanied by an estoppel 
affidavit in which Connolly averred 
there were no defenses, counter-claims, 
or offsets against the’ note, was turned 
over last Thursday to Connolly’s law- 
yer, Lyman E. Warren of 261 Broad- 
way. The transfer took place’in Jus- 
tice Cohalan’s private chambers, whith- 
er he had summoned Mr. Warren fol- 
lowing the receipt of a letter, written 
the previous Tuesday, anrfouncing that 
a suit would be started within forty- 


eight hours unless the note were re-, 


turned to Connolly. This letter read: 
Demand for the Note. 

New York, May 19, 1913. 
Hon. Daniel F. Cohalan. : 

My Dear Judge: I have been €onsulted by 
Mr. John A. Connolly in regard to @ prom- 
issory note made. by him and delivered to 
you in April, 1911, said note bearing date 
April 5, 1911, for-$4,000, and accompaniei 
by an estoppel affidavit, his. statement 
to me being that said note was given by 
him upon your express promise to procure 
him a position, which you have failed to 
do, although more than two years have 
now elapsed. 

He states to me this note was given you 
after you had had some differences aris- 
ing with the conduct of the Victor Heating 
Company, which had been theretofere ad- 
justed. 

If this statement is correct, I have ad- 
vised him that he has the right to receive 
back this note, it being an obligation 
which might be enforced against him, ani 
he has requested me to ‘bring suit for the

Justice Cohalan’s Reply. 


Justice Cohalan left his home. at 23 


East Ninety-fourth Street yesterday aft- 
ernoon, and, following a conference with 
friends and advisers, issued this state- 


ment: . ’ 

After I received the letter that Mr. War- 
rén. wrote me,’ the sense of which I per- 
fectly understood, I decided to return to 
Mr. Warren, as the attorney for a former 
friend and client, a promissory note which 
was of no pecuniary value to me because I 
did not expect the note to be paid, and 
accepted it only as an admission by Con- 
nally that statements he had previously 
made were unfounded. 

. When I returned the note and Connolly’s 
affidavit to Mr. Warren, I said to Mr. 
Warren that the statement contained in Mr. 
Warren’s letter to.me, and there tmputed 
to Connolly, that this note was givén_upon’ 
a promise to procure a position for Connolly 
was false and without any foundation what- 


ver. 
“y told Mr. Warren that there never had 
been a. moment after. receiving the note 
when I would not willingly have returned 
it, since the note and affidavit had simply 
meant to me the-admission by Connolly that 
he did owe me money, -and owed it certain- 
ly, and that prior statements of his to the 


contrary: had been made without justifica- | 


tion. 

, Ofcourse, the suggestion that the note 
was given by Connolly as a consideration 
for any promise by me to seek or obtain 
a position for him, public or private, is 
utterly false; and it is so contemptible, that 
I do not care to notice it further. 


Charges Made by Connolly. 


Connolly formerly owned a controlling 
interest in the Victor Heating.Company 


and was a contributor to the campaign 
funds of Tammany Hall. His charges, 
which Justice Cohalan describes as con- 
temptible, have it that during 1904, 1905, 


and 1906 he paid to Mr. Cohalan sums 
aggregating $3,940.55 as commissions on 
city contracts.

UNWELCOME GUEST DYING 


Had Followed Mrs. Devlin to Cliff- 
. side Home from Hotel, Where 
They Had Been Drinking.

HACKENSACK, .N..J.,. May 25.—With 
his wife standing beside him in the par- 
lor of their cottage in Cliffside at 1 
o’clock this morning, James Devlin, 4 
little, _hot-tempered vaudeville actor, 
shot down his strapping big neighbor, 
Pdtrick Considine, a member of the 
borough police force. The weapon uscd 
was the policeman’s own revolver, and 
to-night Considine lies in the North 
Hudson Hospital with little or 
‘chance of his recovery. ; 

To his fellow policemen, as policemen. 
the wounded Considine would not speak 
a@ word of what had happened. To 
some of them as friends he whispered 
bits of the story. | 

“ Devlin said I had bé€en too friendly 
with his wife,” he said, ‘‘and I told 
him he had me wrong. Then Devlin 
made the crack that if he had a gun 
he’d shoot me. ‘All right,’ I-said, ‘if 
you feel that way about it, my lad, 
here’s my gun. Take a shot.’ Well, he 
let me have it, and here I am. And 
I’m making no squéal.” 
“When. County Detective Blauvelt, 
atmed with instructions from Prosecutor 
'Wright of Hackensack, came hustlivs 
over to the hospital to take Considine’s 
statement, he found the wounded man 
inscrutable. 

“Tf I'm: going to, cash in,’ he said, 
‘you can bet your sweet life I'm not 
going to sign any statement that might 
be the means of making-another fellow 
cash in. So clear out.” 

Just what happened to provoke the 
shooting has not been told, and the best 
lexplanation uyet furnished to the excited 
fpetghbors is’ that all three had been 
drinking—the policeman who was off 
duty without leave, the vaudeville actor

Only a week beforefhe 
had turned her out of the house for 
staying out late, and this time he was 
in a fine temper when Considine strolled 
up-and brushed him aside. There were 
high words, and Devlin’s mother caught 
the girl by the arm and rushed her out 
of the way. 

The girl and Devlin’s mother walked 
about. until 1 o’clock this morning, 
when. they made a cautious retuin 
and approached the cottage noiselessly. 
Just as ‘they ‘entered, intending to 
slip upstairs, they were halted by 
the crash of a pistol shot. Annie 
Deviin looked into the parlor in time 
to see the policeman sink into a chair, 
and‘ then she raced out and down the 
road, shrieking the alarm, till half .Cliff- 
side was up and out of bed to see what 
it was all about. 

In short order Devlin was locked up 
in the Hackensack jail to await the out- 
come of Considine’s injuries. The hys- 
‘terical wife was taken as a ynateria: 
‘witness before dawn, and early this 
evening the young cousin was also held 
as a witness. Ex-Assemblyman Bers 
of Fairview is representing the Deviins, 
and to-morrow morning he will try to 
have the women: released on bail.

CALGARY; Atberta, May 25.--A dislo- 
cation of the. neck caused the death yes- 
terday of Luther McCarty in* his fight 
with Arthur: Pelkey,, accoording:.to infor, 
mation given out to-night following an 
autopsy conducted by Dr. F. Moshier at 
the request of Coroner Costello. 

It was .announced by the physicians 
that death undoubtedly had been caused 
by the dislocation of the neck and that 
the heart was found to be sound. A clot 
of blood on the brain. aided in convinc- 
ing the physicians that the pugilist’s 
death was not catised by the blow near 
the heart. , : 
“Shortly after the bout began yester- 
day, McCarty received a sharp jab on 
the jaw. which sent. his:head back quick- 
ly. It did not appear to have caused 
any pain, and he was on his feet for 
half-a minute afterward. Pelxy fol- 
lowed the ' blow on ‘the jaw with a right 
to the heart region. This caused the 
spectators to. believe that. a solar plex- 
us punch had caused the knockout.

.home with iim @ copy of the report of 
the United States Government authori- 
ties on Rear Adrviral Peary’s journey 
to the north pole, which was filed with 
the Geographic Congress. 

This report, which was \signed by 
Hugh C. Mitchell and Charles R. 
Duvall, computers of the Coast and 
Geodetic-Burvey, dealt at length with 
Peary’s observations and showed that 
on the morning of April 7, 1908, he was 
even nearer than 1.6 geographic miles 
to the pole, gnd, in fact was probably 
actually at the pole. The Government 
authorities closed their report with 
these words: * 

Applying the above conclusions to the ob- 
servations and results at Camp Jesup, we 
feel justified in repeating our belief that 
any reasonable ‘assumption that we may 
. Make régarding jhe various errors of ob- 
Aervation and computation at Camp Jesup 
will not produce an error as great as two 
mainutes n the computed position of that 
point. : Further, any assumption made in 
re to the errors affecting the ten-mile 
traverse on the night of April 6 must tend 
to move Camp Jesup further away from 
Cape Columbia and at the same time fur- 
ther away from the pole. 

This displacement would hardly be more 
than one mile, but its effect on the near- 
est &pproach to the pole made on the trav- 
erse of the morning of April 7, between 
6:80 and 12:30, would be to materially les- 
sen that distance, 1.6 miles, and to 
strengthen the statement that on the morn- 
ing of April 7, 1909, Peary was within 1,6 
geographic miles of the north poie.

BUILD CHILD A NEW CHIN.’ 


Remarkable Operation on a Burned 
Girl In Baltimore Hospital. 


BALTIMORE, May 25.—After many 
weeks of treatment, the rebuilding of a 
little girl’s chin and the restotation of 
her mouth, after they had’ been terribly 
distorted by burns, have been completed 
at a hospital here. “ims 

The child was brought from, another 
city. Her clothing had taken fife while 
she was playing about a gas stove, and 
the flesh on. her face was seared to 
such an extent that ewhen the . wound 
healed only a small hole was left where 
the mouth had been; the little finger 
could be inserted, but only~-with diffi- 
culty, Nothing was left of the chin but 
the bone and a covering of scarred flesh. 

A large flap-of flesh was cut ¢rom 
the child’s abdomen, one side being left 
attached to the body. The other side 
was grafted on one of her arms. After 
weeks the flap was cut from the abdo- 
men and joined’ to the Nps and chin. 
For weeks blood flowed from the arm 
across the bridge of flesh into the chin 
and lips. Finally the flap was cut from 
the arm. , 

The new flesh was now attached to 

he chin., A. mouth was cut and the - 


chin was roynded out. When the child 
was discharged from the hospital she 
could eat, talk, and move her jaws as

Crews of Two Boats, Picking 
Up the Nevada's Victims, De- 
stroyed by Another Mine. 


CONSUL GOES TO THE SCENE 


This Government May’ ‘Protest to 
Turkey Against a Violation of 
the Hague Convention.

LONDON, Monday, May 26.—The 
Daily Mail’s Smyrna. correspondent 
Says it is feared that 245 persons 
perished when the steamship Nevada 
was bluwn up on striking a Turkish 
mine Saturday morning. Among the 
passengers were several English and 
French. 

The steamer Esterel sent two boats 
to the assistance of the passengers, 
but the rescuers struck another mine 
and perished. 

Most of those saved owe their lives 
to the prompt assistance rendered by 
the crew of the French cruiser Bruix. 
Some naked. bodies have been taken 
from the water. ‘ 

The American Consul has gone to 
the scene ‘of the disaster to organize 
relief. 


SMYRNA, May 25.—Shipping is com- 
pletely paralyzed in these waters on ac- 
count of the recent accidents due to 
mines. The companies.have warned in- 
coming steamers to remain away, and 
outward-bound vessels are afraid to 
leave port. 


WASHINGTON MAY PROTEST. 


The Hague Convention Prohibits the 
Use of Automatic Contact Mines. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, May 25.—As a result 
of the sinking of the Turkish-American 
steamship Nevada yesterday in the Gulf 
of Smyrna through contact with a mine 
Turkey is likely to hear trom the powers 
signatory to the conventions signed at 
the third Peace Conference, held at The 
Hague in 1907. This conference con- 
cluded a special convention relative to 
the laying of automatic submarine con- 
tagt mines. It was signed by the rep- 
resentatives of forty-four powers, in- 
cluding Turkey, and the question has 
already been informally raised here as 
to whether the sinking of foreign com 
mercial vessels by Turkish mines has 
involved a violation of this convention. 

The Nevada was flying the American 
flag, although owned by a Turkish com- 
pany. She belonged to a fleet of eight 
vessels, of which seven were renamed 
in 1910 and transferred to American 
register. Since she was flying the Amer- 
ican flag, the United States Government 
is*in position to institute inquiries’ into 
the circumstances” under which the 
steamship-was lost, and it. may be able 
to file a protest with Turkey in the 
event of a violation of The Hague con- 
vention. 

By the first article of this convention 
it is forbidden: 

‘‘ First—To lay unanchored automatic 
contact mines except when they are so 
constructed as to become harmless one 
hour, at most, after the person who 
laid them ceases: to control them: 

‘*Second—To lay anchored automatic 
contact mines which do .not become 
harmless as soon as they have broken 
loose from their moorings. 

‘*‘Third—To use torpedoes which do 
not become harmless when they have 
missed their mark.’’ 

Should it be shown that, tne steamship 
Nevada was sunk through contact with 
an anchored mine which had broken 
loose from its moorings and had not be- 
come harmless after becoming detached. 
a violation of The Hague convention 
would be involved. So also would it

AT SUFFRAGE OUTING 


Mounted Police Charge Mob of 
20,000 to Save the Mili- 
tant Orators. 


SYLVIA PANKHURST STONED 


Women and Children Knocked Down 
in Heaps—Attempt to Blow 
Up Wheatley Hall.

LONDON, May 25.—Militant suf- 
fragists were the central figures in a 
scene of grave disorder at the dem- 
onstration held this afternvon in Vic- 
toria Park to advocate the granting 
of the franchise to workingwomen. 
Sylvia Pankhurst was one of the 
speakers before the 20,000 who were 
present. 2 

The demonstrators, a majority of 
whom were women and’ children 
wearing garlands of almond blossoms 
and carrying branches of them in 
their hands, marched with flags and 
banners to the park, where speeches 
were delivered from fifteen platforms 
surrounded by standard bearers hold- 
ing aloft the red caps of liberty. 

Miss Pankhurst was trying to ad- 

dress the multitude from a wagon 
when showers of stones were hurled 
at her and water from bottles carried 
by mischief-makers was splashed in 
her face. She still spoke, however, 
and a few moments later the vehicle 
was seized by the crowd. Some of its 
occupants grew pale, and Miss Pank- 
hurst, becoming excited, spoke rapid- 
ly to the mob. mi 
The wagon was rushed to the gates, 
and mounted police galloped to rescue 
it’ They charged among the crowd 
and amid scenes of great commotion 
succeeded in removing the women to 
a place of safety. 
Two. other whgons and their occu- 
pants were treated in similar fashion. 
Flags and decorations of all descrip- 
tions were snatched away and torn 
to shreds. Some women struck with 
their fists the men who § laid. their 
hands on the sides of the vehicles. 
A trap driven by:a woman in white, 
on either side of which were “suf- 
fragette” posters, was raided, and 
copies of the paper hurled among the 
crowd. 

Everywhere there were indications 
of the dread which the enormous 
crowd inspired. Children who accom- 
panied the procession shook with ter- 
ror, and elderly women sought such 
protection as they could obtain. The 
police found it necessary to charge 
the crowd several times, men and wo- 


‘wen and children dalling in: heaps ‘in 


their panic-stricken efforts to avoid 
the horses’ hoofs... Many ‘women 
fainted. Snatches of ragtime songs 
mingled with the screams of women 
and children. The Inspector ‘who gave 
the order to charge was violently at- 
tacked and was rescued by his men 
with difficulty. _Miss Pankhurst dur- 
ing the disorder was belabored by a 
woman with an almond branch. 

An attempt was made to-day to blow 
up Wheatley Hall, Doncaster, until re- 
cently the property of Sir William 
Cooke. A real bomb and a quantity 
of suffragette literature soaked in 
paraffin were found under a é ‘stair- 
case. 


WOMEN IGNORED SUFFRAGE.

» CHIASSO, Switzerland, May 25.—The 
strict censorship which the Italian Gov- 
ernment has} imposed upon all news re-~ 
lating to the state of affairs in Tripoli, 
and particularly with regard to the de- 
feat of the Italian forces at Sidi Garba 
on May 16, has made it difficult to ob- 
tain exact information as to the recent 
reverses in that territory. It has been 
learned, however, that the disaster at 
Sidi Garba was due to a well-laid plan 
of the Arabs. 

An Italian workman named Machia- 
velli, who. had been taken prisoner by 
the Arabs, was allowed to escape, after 
having been carefully primed with false 
information, which he carried to Gen. 
Ganbretti. Instead of waiting ‘to carry 
out a scheme of co-operation with’ \Gen. 
Tassoni, who was on his’ way from 
Benghazi with a strong force, Gen. Gan- 
bretti, on the strength of Machiavelli's 
report that the number of the enemy 
was small, decided to attack alone. 
Accordingly, he divided his 3,000 men 
into three columns, which were support- 
ed by four qune and a battery of how- 
itzers. 

After: the first flush of victory the 
Italian soldiers were resting, when sud-" 
denly each column was set upon from 
front and rear and cut off from the 
others. At the same time they were 
subjected to a Heavy shell fire, 

The Italians’ showed admirable cour- 
age and endurance. Some of the com- 
panies lost all their officers.

WAR WITH AMERICA’ 
WOULD RUIN JAPAN | 


; Government Won’t Force 
a Conflict. 


| WHITE RACES AGAINST HER 


While We Would Soon Eject Her 
from the Pacific if She Took 
Hawall and the Philippines. 


By Marconi Transatlantic Wireless Tele- 
graph to The New York Times, 

LONDON, Monday, May 26.—Lovat 
Fraser, an authority on Eastern af- 
fairs, contributes an article to The 
Daily Mail in which he declares em- 
phatically that Japan will not fight 
over the treatment of Japanese in 
California. 

“A conflict between Japan and the 
United States at this juncture,” he 
says, “ would mean ruin to Japan, who 
could not run the risk of invading the 
Pacific slope, because she would soon 
be ejected. She might take Hawaii 
and the Philippines, but how long 
could she hold them? The United 
States would press forward the com- 
pletion of the Panama Canal, spend its 
vast resources in building an invin- 
cible armada of dreadnoughts, and 
devote all its. incomparable energies 
to winning back its lost possessions. 

“The ultimate outcome of the strug- 
gle would never be in doubt, as far 
as the near future is concerned, for 
Japan could get no more ships and 
no more money. A temporary suc- 
cess would be of no avail in such a 
mighty conflict. Japan fought her- 
self to a standstill in her war with 
Russia, and had the fighting contin- 
ued a few months longer the result 
might have been reversed. 

“She knows full well that the Unit- 
ed States would never accept a tran- 
sient defeat. She is equally well aware 
that the Western world would not 
give her more ships and money to 
prosecute a war based upon such an 
issue as the Californian Land bill. 
“It would be a war deliberately 
fought to challenge the world suprem- 
acy of the white races, and in such 
a cause the white races would instantly 
unite. They would not all fight, but 
would not help Japan. 

“The welfare of America means 
more to the-white races than the wel- 
fare of Asia. We may take it for 
granted then that the present differ- 
ences between Japan and the United 
States of America. will in some way or 
other be composed.”

NEEDS OF THE ARMY. 

Secretary GARRISON in his speech at

He has un- 
dertaken a big job to look after the 
army, the Panama Canal, the river 
and harbor improvements all over 
the country, and the Government of 
the Philippine Islands.

THE DEATH OF M’CARTY. 

No valuable moral lesson can be 
drawn from the death of LuTHER Mo- 
(Carty in the prize ring at Calgary. 
The facts that he was killed by a blow 
near his heart and that he was the 
fifty-seventh fighter to die in a fight 
within ten years will not deter a 
single aspirant for pugilistic honors 
from pursuing his chosen vocation. 
For the: fifty-seven fighters who have 
been killed there were an equal num- 
ber of opponents who were, doubtless, 
hit as hard and as frequently, but 
survived in good health and spirits. 
The average of nearly six fatal en- 
counters a year is rather high, to be 
sure, considering the obvious-lack of 
danger in most prizefights, but as it 
proves that danger is still associated 
with a calling the glory of which has 
been sadly dimmed since its palmy 
days, the sincere votaries of this kind 
of sport ought to be: encouraged by it. 
The record of prizefighting casualties 
is still far behind the record of fatal- 
ities in aviation; while men have been 
killed on the polo fiel€ and the base- 
ball diamond, and modern football has 
its tragic side. 

Few prizefighters who gain renown 
have hardened arteries or aneurisms, 
or are ever affected by the atmos- 
pheric conditions in high altitudes. 
The hard knocks which bruise their 
bodies and disfigure théir faces, and 
sometimes break their ribs, rarely dis- 
able them permanently, but if’ they]. 
have broken’’noses and ° scars théy 
regard them as “padges: of honor. 
‘They’ generally live ap-long as others, 
and frequently ‘gather so much wis-

A BaD WATER-STORAGE BILL.

Prejudices. were intended to state 
certain facts rather than to judge them, 
The Springfield Republican presents at 
unnecessary length—since nobody denies 
it—the contention that intelligent mod- 
erns, unlike their ancestors, realize the 
possibility that peoples unlike themselves 
may be equals and deserving of treat- 
ment as such. ; 

Of course this is true, at least in the 
sense that nowadays nobody who is de- 
cently civilized says, ‘or even thinks, as 
did the ancient Greeks, that all foreign- 
ers are barbarians and inferiors. Feel- 
ings or instincts, however, that contra- 
dict both words and thoughts, survive in 
us all, and probably none is more firm- 
ly planted in the human mind than that 
which makes the obviously alien, the es- 
sentially different, distasteful or obnox- 
ious. To call this ** prejudice ’’ is one of 
those easy, off-hand and circular ‘con- 
demnations by definition against which 
logicians-are always on their guard, and 
the giving of a bad name no more ex- 
cuses the hanging of an emotion than 
of a dog. 

The judicious are cautious about de- 
nouncing as wholly bad or harmful a 
** folkway ’’ which humanity as a whole 
has followed through all the ages. Few 
things are more nearly sure than that 
proximity to, and close association with, 
people really. and in important respects 
different from ourselves is not conducive 
to peace or comfort. To avoid it,- es- 
pecially when the intompatibility is ir- 
remediable and irremovable, is certainly

SPRINKLING THE STREETS. 


Commissioner Edwards Finds Work 
Hampered by Scanty Funds. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I note in Tap Times a communication 
signed Samuel Friedman,’ which is in 
the nature of a complaint against the 
Department of Street Cleaning for not 
doing the sprinkling of the streets with 
its own plant, and in a proper manner, 
Mr. Friedman says: ‘‘ With the advent 
of warm weather the question of street 
sprinkling looms up large again.” 

With this department it loomed 
large some time ago, that is when money 
was being asked for work of this kind. 
We do not believe that sprinkling is the 
effective method, but would rather use 
flushing and squeegee machines. How- 
ever, our request for plants of either 
kind have either been denied by -the 
Budget Committee of the Board of Bsti- 
mate and Apportionment or an inade- 
quate allowance has been made. 

. We are to-day using every available 
part of our plant for this purpose to the 
best advantage that such a small plant 
may be put. Because of the fact that 
we are not able to give better service in 
this regard, the private contract for 
sprinkling has grown to be a large in- 
dustry, and persons who are in sec- 
tions which are pecullarly dusty or 
where business is affected by the dust, 
such as the merchants in the textile 
trades and people who are doing busi- 
ness or residing in the. vicinity of street 
car lines or where building operations 
are being carried on, have availed them- 
selves of this method as a matter of 
personal comfort.

Is for a 5G a Bill; 
“: Senator Saxe Asserts. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The Governor hag proclaimed that 
he. will ccmpel the Legislature to 
enact this bill of his without the 
crossing of a “t” or the dotting of 
an “i,” and he has repeatedly threat- 
ened to use his Executive power to 
coerce the members of the Legisla- 
ture through fear and favor. .

polls at general elections, and so on. 
It contains no less than ninety-nine 
sections, printed on 170 pages, and at

(anti-machine members) are given five 
days in which to examine the commit- 
tee, or machine, designations, and, if 
they please, make contesting desizna- 
tions by petition. Then the voters at 
primaries choose the party nominees 
from among the candidates so desig- 
nated. Since the enactment of this five- 
day provision the claim has been re- 
peatedly made that five days are not 
enough and that the interval between 
the filing of committee and contesting 
designations should be further extended 
so as to give the anti-machine petition- 
ers a greater opportunity to examine 
the machine designations and to secure 
signatures for their contesting petitions. 
The Bilauvelt bill met this demand and 
increased this period of opportunity 
from five daysto ten days. 

What does the Governor's bill do? It 
takes away from the anti-machine voter 
even the five days that he has to-day! 
All designations are to be by petition 
and all may be filed at the’ same mo- 
ment. The machine prepares its peti- 
tion in darkness and files it at the six- 
tieth minute of the last hour. The anti- 
machine voter has no opportunity ,what-

*\tnder the plans selected,” the com- 
mission says, ‘‘the prison yard of this 
plant consisted approximately of thirty 
acres, and the commission determined 
to place the plant in a large meadow 
adjacent to the Harlem Railroad, build- 
ing the cell house and administration 
building at an elevation of eleven feet 
above the rails on the railroad, which 
would make the first floor of the cell 
house fifteen feet above the railroad

[CONNECTICUT SEEKS | 
‘MONEY FOR ROADS 


Good "Roads. : "Association 
Charges Polities inthe Appro- 
priation Cut—Petition Issued. 


There is a hard sere in progress: 
in Connecticut for an adequate good" 
roads’ appropriation. Not long ago the 
Connecticut Good Roads Association 
promulgated a plan for a bond issue of 
$5,000,000 to raise money for trunk line 
higttways of the finest and most perma- 
nent type of construction to network 
the State, This pi has not met 
with favor in the committee of the Leg- 
islature, and the association, through its 
Legal Committee, of which Charles H. 
Robinson of New Haven. is Chairman, 
has: now issued a petition broadcast in 
the: State, setting forth what it believes 
to be the political influences which have 
prevailed in the Legislature and pre- 
senting the argument’ for Connecticut’s 
weed of road building. /This sia 
says in part: 

“‘ Phe Senators and iecgbenenitatives of 
our State are now to_determine whether 


Connecticut will advance ‘along the 
‘line of good roads during the next twe 


years, or whether it will stand still. 
The Highway Appropriation bill pro- 
posed by the Goods Roads Association 
‘was rejected by the’ Committee on 
Roads, Bridges, and Rivers. Highway 
Commissioner Bennett offered té the 
committee a substitute bill, calling for 
@ bond issue in the amount.of $5,000,000, 
and the committee reported. unanimous- 
ly in favorof the Highway Commis- 
sioner’s bi}, This bill appropriates 
$2,000,000 for, the improvemént of. main 
‘trunk line. highways, $2,000,000 for the 
general trunk line highways, and $1,000,- 
000 for the State and town aid public 
roads. The Good Roads Association re- 
Brets that the committee could not 
favor its bill. Nevertheless, as it !real- 
izes that money invested in good roads 
is the. most profitable investment a 
State can make,: it is now urging that 
the measure proposed by the Highway 
Commissioner be passed. 

‘* Opposition to an appropriation of 
sufficient size to permit.of building any 
new roads in the State, or to permit of 
grading for new roads, developed as 
soon as it was seen that the recent 
Highway Commissioner. would be re- 
placed by some one else. This opposi- 
tion, it may be accepted without reason- 
able doubt, originated among political 
and personal friends of the late High- 
way Commissioner; The final and con- 
¢entrated effort to defeat an appropri- 


ation was focused on the Appropriations 
Committee. Without sraghin ng priakiey b- 
lic hearing to the citizens of the State, 
and without allowing ° r members of 
the House and Senate to know what was 
oing on, the ority members of the 
ppropriations ommittee introduced 
an appropriation for the Highway De- 
partment which, in amount, is one-half

Many a: pew tnediiamodl, steline bor- 
‘ Oughs ‘was filled yesterday by men 
who tought in the Grand Army. of “the 
Republic. With the. buttons on the old 
uniforms rubbed:until they shone afresh, 
the veterans from the different: posts 
marched through. the streets to the 
churches’ for the. afternoon. and evening 
services. -Many. a pulpit was flag- 
draped,.many a sevmon touched on war 
~—the-good in war—and told again the 
storics of hardbattles well fought, ong 
the ““Battle Hymn of the Republic’ 
pooled from many an-organ. For yes- 
rday.was.the. Sunday. before Memorial 
Day, and memories of the civil war gave 
tlavor te the day’s devotion. 

Seven Grand Army Pests-and five 
posts pf Spanish War Veterans attended 
the Sg services .in Grace Church 
in’ West. 104th Street. There were more 
soldiers thay there were seats, and the 
pastor, the Rev, Dr. C. F. Reisner, was 
Moved to preach'a war sermon. 

“War is heil,’"@he said, ‘ but at times 
we. do better to have a little. hell: here 
than to allow things to continue that 
will send hundreds to hell and ruin the 
happiness of millions more.’ Some Jin- 
goists are crying out very loudiy just 
now in the apparent aim of bringing 
on a clash with Japan. Unless the 
spirit back of it is lofty in purpose such 
agitation is devilish. 


Urges Peace and Preparedness. 

“We may talk peace so much and 
Bo long as to be unready for an emer- 
gency,” he went on. ‘“ The assassin 
may take courage to attack when pre- 
Paredness would have made him hesi- 
‘ tate.. A thousand enemies threaten us 
in this year of our Lord on every hand. 
Do not ruck yourself to easy sleep with 


the notion that our fathers alone had 
ree privilege of suffering for their coun- 
ry.’ : 


The Rev. Dr. A. E.° Keigwin preached 
the sermon. at the West Side esbyte- 
rian Church, where. many veterans at- 
YThe Sub- 
way Band led the column which 
marched in upper Broadway, and in- 
cluded. in.its ranks a battalion of the 
Seventy-first Regiment of the. National 
Guard, a compeny of Boy Scouts, the 
Farragut Squadron of the Naval War 
Veterans, and the Roosevelt’ Camp of 
the Spanish War Veterans. The old sol- 
diers walked into the church under a 
long arch of crossed ‘flags. 

Many naval veterans, their friends 
and their .shipmates attended the éven- 
ing service at the Broadway. Tabernacle, 
where the. sermon was’ preached: by ithe 
Rev. Dr Charles E. Jefferson. 

Father Lavelle’s Assurance. 

Members of the Sixty-ninth Regiment 
and Spanish War Veterans to the num- 
ber of 400 carried their colors to. St. 
Patrick's Cathedral in the afternoon, 
where Mgr.

“The battle of fifteen years ago 
showed so well: the. strength of our 
great country that America need expect 
no more’ wars, for no foe. will dare to 


attack us.’’ 

President Chidwick of |Dunwoodie 
Seminary, the Father Chidwick who 
was Chaplain of the “battleship Maine 
at the time she went to the bottom -of 
Havena Harbor, is a favorite at all 
Spanish war anniversaries, and he was 
at the Cathedral to address the seldiers 
yesterday. 

“For all that might be spokeh against 
war,” he said, *‘ war is nome times all 
that is left for:a country to choose. It 
has been proved that the’war in which 
vou men engaged was right, for is not 

pain -a- better, bigger, stronger, and 
happier country than before? 


Washington Greys at St. John’s. 


The Cathedral of St. John the Divine, 
at the same afternoon hour, was filled 
with members of the Eighth Artillery 
District, as they now call the famous 
Washington Greys, the military organ- 
ization that goes back to the days of 
the General whose name it- bears. The 
sermon was preached by the district’s 
own chaplain, the Rev. De Witt lL 
Pelton of St. James's Episcopal Church 
n. the Bronx. 
' When Gen. Grant was in New York 
he always attended the Metropolitan 
Temple in Seventh Avenue, just below

to Walk to Minneapolis. . 


Edward Payson Weston, the veteran 
pedestrian, with walking records by the 
score to his credit, has mapped out what 
he. believes will: be the crowning effort 
of his. notable career. in the walking 
line, and “he will leave New York on 

Monday,’ June’ 2, on a 1,500-mile walk 
to Minneapolis. The start will be made 
at 12 o’clock noon fromthe College of 
the City of New York, and he plans to 
reach the grounds of the new Minne- 
apolis Athletic Club on Saturday,. Aug. 
2. Dr. John H. Finley, President of. the 
College of the.-City “of New York; will 
be the official starter. 

Mr. Weston, now in his. seventy-fifth 
year, has'a double motive for undertak- 
ing the long walk.
